Trading Co., Ltd.,.which owns and 
Operates offices, warehouses, and 
trucks in the principal markets in 
England and is equipped to smoke 
the bacon before delivery to re- 
tailers. Only about 10 per cent of 
total Danish production is ratained 
for domestic consumption. The 


same statute that established the Lur 
Brand for butter prescribed a similar 
brand for export bacon. 

For the 1928-34 pcriod the averag 
number of hogs slaughtered by co- 
operatives per year was approximately 
5 million, the average value being 
somewhat more than $100 million. 
The war greatly reduced hog produc- 
tion and packing houses were operat- 
ing at only a fraction of their capacity 
in December, 1945. 


Other Co-operatives 

Danish agriculture is perhaps more 
completely served by co-operatives 
than any other important agricultural 
country. The Danish farm is con- 
nected with a network of co-operative 
organizations which receive, process, 
grade, standardize, and distribute in 
domestic and foreign markets the pro- 
duce of the farms. Likewise procure- 
ment co-operatives furnish the prin- 
cipal raw materials needed in farm 
production. More specifically, there 
are co-operatives which market eggs, 
seeds, and cattle and those which 
purchase seed, feed, coal, and fertilizer. 
Co-operative breeding associations for 
cattle, horses, swine, and sheep are 
important. 

Have Co-op Credit System 

Co-operative long-term mortgage 
credit has served the agricultural 
industry satisfactorily for nearly a 
century. Savings institutions have 
played an important role in lending to 
co-operatives,. and more _ recently 
(1915) co-operative banks have be- 


come important sources of credit for 


agriculture. 
Consumer Societies 


In Denmark the consumer co-opera- 
tive is predominantly rural, the reverse 
of Sweden. ‘Lhe first co-operative 
store was organized in 1886 according 
to Rochdale principles.. Later modjfi- 
cations provided for extension of credi 
comparable to that of private com- 
petitors. . 

The central organization, known as 
the Danish Co-operative Wholesale 
Society (DB) obtains for its members 
the advantages of the chain-store sys- 
tem in our country. In 1944 the total 
membership was 1,944 societies, with 
close to 435,000 members. Local co- 
op stores cover the country, supplying 
their members with groceries, drygoods, 
hardware, seeds, 
goods, 

Wholesale sales in 1944 amounted to 
213 million kroner. Sales from goods 
produced in the co-op’s own factories, 
of which there were more than, 20, 
amounted to 65 million kroner. Goods 
produced by the factories were rope 
and twine, soap, mustard, margarine, 
chemical products, coffee, chocolate, 
confectionery and candy, cigars, leath- 
er, shoes, spices, poultry feed, hosiery, 
ready-made clothes, and bicycles. 

Today the great majority of these 
stores are located in rural villages. In 


many @ Danish village the co-op is the 
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leading store and farmers are its prin- 
cipal customers. ‘These stores handle 
about one-fifth of the total business 
in this field. 
Buy Most Feed From Co-ops 
In addition to the stores, feed 
supply associations handle close to 
70@per cent of the business done in 
ti fold Five large central purchas- 
ing Wwgahizations import and distribute 
high quality concentrates through local 
feed associations. The organization 
and distribution pattern resembles that 
of Southern States Co-operative in our 
country. One important difference 1s 
that the Danish purchasing associa- 
tions are based on contracts in which 
farmer members pledge themselves to 
buy through the local their entire feed 
requirements for a period of 5 years, 
and to pay for all feeds within 30 
days after delivery. Likewise, the 
locals contract to purchase their entire 
supply for 5 years from the - central 
association on 30 days’ credit. 


Producer-Consumer Co-op Hook-up 
Over 40 percent of the Danish seed 
trade is handled by co-operatives 
which are organized along lines similar 
to the purchasing associations. 
A direct hook-up exists between 


producer co-ops and consumer 
Co-Ops. Price determination be- 
tween the two types of co-ops

the procurement of dependable seeds 
for many European countries. 


Danish Folk Schools 

The first Danish Folk School was 
opened in 1844 in Roding—the year 
the first Rochdale store was organized 
in Great Britain. By 1870 there were 
between 60 and 70 such schools and 
now every part of Denmark is served 
by these privately organized, owned, 
and managed schools, which in more 
recent years have received some state 
aid. Training given in the Folk Schools 
is broad and general,’ designed to 
~~ the students for citizenship 
and to create an interest in social 
service as well as personal success. 

The Folk Schools have been very 
influential in making Denmark a 
democratic country, and from these 
schools has come much of the strength 
of the present Danish Government. 
Upon the firm foundation of an intelli- 
gent, educated, agricultural class, the 
great Danish co-operatives have flour- 
ished. Nearly 50 percent of the popu- 
lation are members of co-operative 
societies, with the percentage much 
the highest among those engaged in 
farming. Denmark easily leads all 
other countries in the percentage of her 
population belonging to co-operatives. 

As left Esbjerg on the butter- 
bacon-and-egg boat Parkeston for 
England, on its first trip since V E-day 
with co-op: bacon, butter, and eggs 
aboard, left impressed with the 
contribution Danish co-operatives have 
made to the co-operative movement 
in general and to that in the United 
States in particular. Hundreds. of 
Esbjerg citizens jammed the quay to 
give a royal send-off. 

Cheers went up and paper streamers 
were tossed to those on shore as the 
boat slipped away from the _ gail 
illuminated dock into the dark Nort 
Sea, bearing its co-op food ‘through 
the floating mines to’ Great Britain 
for its first postwar Christmas. 

Thus there is being re-established 
that close relationship between the 
co-ops of Denmark and those of 
Britain, which have so firmly cemented 
the ties of friendship and commerce 
between these two great democratic 


nations.

Annual Meeting of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool delegates, in the forepart of the 
month, R. D. Purdy, Wheat Pool 
Manager, reported that the ~ debt 
was down to $1,900,000. He said the 
‘Wheat Pool is now in excellent condi- 
tion financially, with a bright future 
ahead of it. 

During the intervening fifteen vears

the Pool has paid the Alberta Gov- 
ernment over $6,500,000 in principal 
and interest on this debt. 

Through an arrangement made with 
the U.F.A. Government in 1931, the 
Pool was given the right to apply any 
of the outstanding Provincial bonds 
issued to pay the organization’s indebt- 
edness as payment at face value against 
the principal of the debt. 

This enabled the organization to 
follow a policy of buying such bonds 
on the market, and when the Social 
Credit Government refinanced the 
Province’s debt during the past year, 
a substantial financial gain was ob- 
tained by the ‘Wheat Pool. The Pro- 
vincial Government’s action has been 
justified by the course of events. The 
taxpayeis of Alberta will not lose a 
single dollar thereby. 

Compromise Income Tax Claims 

The Convention was informed that 
the Federal Minister of Finance had 
made an offer to compromise claims 


against the Pool for back income 
taxation smouating to a sum in 
excess of $2 million, for approximately 


three-quarters of a million dollars. 
The delegates were reluctant to admit 
that their stand against the principle 
of applying Federal income taxation 
to co-operatives was wrong. The only 
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alternative to the acceptance of the 
compromise, however, was to test the 
case before the Exchequer Court of 
Canada, with no assurance of winning 
the lawsuit. Consequently, they 
passed a resolution authorizing the 
Board of Directors to accept the 
compromise. This enabled decisions 
to be arrived at in regard to the dis- 
tribution of undistributed .surpluses 
over the past five years. After con- 


siderable debate, it was decided to 
pay out ‘in patronage dividends a 
sum of around $850,000 tp Pool 


members who have delivered grain 
during the past three years. 

Plan for Purchases of Reserves 

Another sum of around $1,600,000 
was allocated for the purchase of out- 
standing elevator and commercial re- 
serves. It was decided to purchase 
the reserves in the estates of deceased 
members ahd also reserves held by 
aged members who have quit farming 
and who hold no interest in grain 
producing land. A_ plan for such 
Seneca will have to be developed 
y tbe Board of Directors, and the 
Delegates gave that Board full power 
to formulate regulations therefor. An 
amendment to the Alberta Wheat 
Pool Act will be required, and an 
application therefor will be made at 
the next sitting of the Alberta Legis- 
lature. The reserves so purchased will 
be cancelled, thus decreasing the 
capitalization of the Alberta Wheat 
00

When the Dominion authorities announced the 

decision to drop the three cents a gallon tax on 
gasoline, our assumption was that the consumer of 
gasoline would immediately be given the full benefit, 
by a corresponding reduction in the price. 
* That some leading Provincial Ministers should 
have seized the occasion to suggest that the already 
bulging Provincial Treasuries might consider the 
possibility of gathering in part of the three cents 
by new taxation to swell their revenues still further, 
ig disconcerting. 

Immediate and unequivocal announcement should 
be made at once, to assure the consumer-that the 
full benefit will come to him. It is of urgent import- 
ance, in particular for the farmer, whose production 
costs as a user of gasoline were raised substantially 
not very long ago, that the burden placed by the 
tax upon production shall now be removed. 

As we go to press President George E. Church 
of the U.F.A., and the A.F.A., have expressed them- 
selves on this question with necessary emphasis.

WHY NOT AGRICULTURE? 

The Assembly of the United Nations, at recent 
sittings, gave to the World Federation of ‘lrade 
Unions the right to submit questions to the agenda 
of the Economic and Social Council. Similar status 
had previously been given to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the International Co-operative 
Alliance, and the International Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

These decisions of the Assembly are, in our judg- 
ment, all’to the good. There is, however, no good 
reason why the world’s producers of primary tarm 
crops should not, as such, be placed in exactly the 
same. position as these other bodies,—there is no 
good reason except that the farm people have been 
slow to organize on an international scale. 

An excellent beginning was made last year in 
London, when the International Federation of 
Agricultural Producers was brought into being. 
During the coming year, it seems probable that the 
group of national farm organizations which now 
form the Federation, will “be joined by many 
others who will have been placed in a position to 
qualify for membership. We may hope, therefore, 
that in the near future, this newest of International 
Federations will be knocking at the doors of those 
council chambers of the United Nations to which 
they can appropriately be admitted. 

The Canadian Federation of Agriculture, of 
course, has already won recognition in one of the 
most important of the organizations associated with 
UN. We refer to the Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation, which recently met in Copenhagen. Our 
readers have already been made familiar with the 
work of that Conference through the reports brought 
back by Mr. Hannam, and given publicity in these 
columns. 
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Appointed director of the United

‘‘We farmers, men and women, will 
never get anywhere unless as members 
of this primary industry we can speak 
with one voice in the Province and 
the Dominion,” said George E. Church 
of Balzac. Dealing with the Provi- 
sional Constitution he pointed out 
that it had not been drafted in com- 
plete detail, because it is not desired 
to tie the membership in regard to 
future policy. After the merging of 
the organizations, the farmers’ dele- 

ates could fill in the details of the 

onstitution. If we remained dis- 

united, then, should the Canadian 
Federation fail to accomplish all we 
hoped it would, it would be our own 
fault. 

Surely if farmers could come to- 


' gether to form an international organi- 


zation, they ought to be able to achieve 
unity provincially, said James Jack- 
son of Irma. The Canadian Federation 
was not perfect, but who was respon- 
sible for any imperfections it might 
have but ourselves? The policy’’of 
the opponents of the farmers’ cause, 
who wished to exploit them, was ‘‘di- 
vide and rule.” 

Robert Stewart of Innisfail, sup- 
porting the resolution, recalled the 
amalgamation of the Canadian So- 
ciety of Equity and the Alberta 
Farmers Association in 1909, which 
brought added strength to the move-

._ After a discussion of the subject of 
direct action, in which the desire for 
agreement on policy was made mani- 
fest on all sides, the delegates declared 
by resolution, on motion of A. ‘ 
Olsen of Homeglen, that they “recog- 
nize the right of Canadian farmers to 
withhold their products from the mar- 
ket, if and when circumstances warrant 
such action.” This declaration was 
made, by way of amendment of the 
original resolution on the subject. 
A sub-amendment by Norman F. 
Priestley of Calgary was adopted as 
follows: ‘‘Be it further resolved, that 
strike action be not undertaken until 
after full consultation with our asso- 
ciates in the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture, and until every reason- 
able effort has been made by demo- 
forms of representation to 


Moving the original resolution, C. J. 
Stimpfle of Egremont said that Al- 
berta farmers in the recent A.F.U. 
strike had shown direct action could 
be taken in an effective manner. 

Henry G. Young of Millet, said a 


large body of farmers were committed }, 


to direct action, but that if such 
action were to “‘stick’’ it must be on 
a much larger scale. There were forces 
anxious to block amalgamation, and 
recognition of the right of direct 
action by the Feder*tion, would help 
to defeat obstructionists. He proposed 
changes from the original motion. 


Sees Prospect of Economic Crisis 


“There are signs that another econ- 
omic crisis is approaching,’”’ said Mr. 
Olsen, ‘‘and I can’t see how we can 
hope to fight our battles successfully 
without amalgamation; and can’t 
see how we can have amalgamation 
without recognition of the right of the 
farmer to withhold his products from 
the market.”’ 

Henry Kelley of Millet, was ‘‘one 
hundred per cent for amalgamation”, 
and he thought this matter might be 
left in abeyance until the merger was 
achieved. 

Jake Frey of Arneson said he would 
be ready to strike if and when a ma- 
jority in a fully representative united 
farmers’ organization declared for a 
strike, but the judgment of a minority 
should not be forced on the organiza- 
tion in the meantime. 

Agreement with President Hannam 
of the C.F.A., that farmers Shave the 
same right to withhold their products 
as any other class, was expressed by 
James Jackson of Irma. ‘‘I’ll be 
quite satisfied to leave this matter to 
a decision of a majority in the new 
organization,” he added. 

Norman Priestley, in moving his 
sub-amendment, agreed that the farm- 
er is not less entitled to withhold his 
products than the miner or any other 
wage-earner his labor. 

Hugh Allen contributed to the 
development ‘of the resolution, and 
full. agreement with it in its final! 
form was expressed by George E. 
Church. 

As assistant chairmen of the meet- 
ing, Mr. Hutchinson appointed Jona- 
than Wheatley of Chancellor and Hen- 
ry Young of Millet, who presided 
capably over the two davs’ sessions. 
Facilities for the handling of the 
business of the meeting had been 
efficiently organized in advance by 
Secretary J. R. McFall; the resolutions 
and order of business committees 
consisted of the following persons: 
R. Hennig, R. Garneau and J. A. 
Wood, ( Resolutions), and C. E. Pharis, 
Mrs. E. Lowe and Hugh W. Allen 
(Order of Business). 

In this issue we have dealt at some 
length with only a few of.the high- 
lights. Many important decisions 
were taken upon matters concerning 
every branch of the farming industry. 
We plan to deal with these in our next 
issue.

Replies to Inquiries % 
Question of Rights of Partners 


J.M.—I do not think that “B”’ 
can compel “A” and “C” to buy his 
equipment. “A’’ as landlord has all 
the remedies of a landlord if a tenant 
does not live up to the terms of the 
lease. However, it appears that a 
question of the rights of partners in 
a partnership agreement is raised bv 
your letter involving the dissolution 
of the partnership. You would, 
therefore, be well advised to consult 
your solicitor, who can more safely 
advise you with all the facts before 
im. 


Application of Income Tax 

A.K.—Your inquiry shows a mis- 
understanding of the application of 
Income Tax. You do not pay Income 
Tax on assets such as farm machinery, 
land or livestock, or other assets, 
but on your net revenue for the year 
after deducting from total revenue 
the various items of expense which s 
farmer is allowed as shown on the 
Income Tax forms. These Income 
Tax forms also show the amount of 
tax which you have to pay on the 
next amount of income as ascertained. 
I suggest you get some book-keeper 
or accountant to help you calculate 
your tax. 


Dower Rights Not Barred 


_ T.H.K.—The fact that a wife is 
living apart from her husband under 
the circumstances set out in your 
letter does not bar her from her 
Dower nghts in her husband's land, 
and you cannot transfer or deal with 
your land until you either get her 


consent or obtain a judge’s Order 


dispensing with her consent. Your 
letter does not set out sufficient grounds 
for doing away with your. wife’s 
Dower rights, but it might be advisable 
for you to consult a Solicitor.

President Hannam Discusses Aims and Achievements 


of C.F.A. 


All activities of the Canadian Federation of Agriculiure, in 1946, 
were being financed at a cost of only eight cents each for affiliated farmers, 
declared H. H. Hannam, President, in an address outlining the objec- 
tives and achievements of the national farm organization, to the-annual 
meeting of the Alberta Federation, in Calgary lust week. 


He emphasized the difficulty of 
Maintaining contact with the con- 
stituent bodies, in view of the great 
distances involved and the stalf of 
only two men, himself and the secre- 
tary, Colin G. Groff. 

Aims: ‘‘Equality and Stability’ 

Equality and stability for agricul- 
ture, Mr. Hannam suggested, might 
be taken as a brief statement of the 
purposes of the C.F.A. When war- 
time controls were put on, in Canada, 
agriculture had been placed in a low 
position, and it had been the work of 
ears to achieve reasonable balance. 
t had been hoped that this balance 
would carry over into the post-war 
period, but the lifting of controls on 
other than farm commodities was 
giving rise to a “lopsided economy.” 

The Federation for years had ‘‘plug- 
ed hard” for floor prices, so that 
armers could plan their activities 
with a reasonable hope of getting 
their costs back; and in 1944, with 
the support of all parties, floor prices 
legislation had been passed. 


International Co-operation Essential 

In world trade in farm products, 
declared Mr. Hannam, international 
co-operation was the only basis. Ef- 
forts were being made hy representa- 
tives of thirteen countries, meeting in 
Washington, to work out a wheat 
agreement to apportion the sale of 
wheat on the world market over a 
term of years, with perhaps floor and 
ceiling prices. Also in Washington,

the FAO was setting up a world food 
board commission to handle surpluses 


so’ as to stabilize prices on world 
markets. 

As regards prices for farm products 
consumed in Canada, Mr. Hannam 


described the recent interview of the 
C.F.A. and Dairy farmers with mem- 
bers of the lederal Cabinet,.when it 
had been urged that since producers 
received about ‘8-3/4 cents for each 
quart of milk sold as fluid milk, the 
price tor milk for condenseries should 
be 8 cents, for cheese factories 7-1/2 
and for creameries 7 cents per quart. 
But the Canadian price problem 
was comparatively simple compared 
to the export price question, since 
twice as much cheese, for instance, 
was exported as was used in Canada. 
Britain could buy more cheaply in 
New Zealand. Should we ask the 
cheese producers to live on a lower 
level than other producers, or should 
We subsidize cheese productiou? | Mr. 
Hannam stressed the National re- 
sponsibility in such matters. 


‘‘Parity Position for Agriculture’”’ 


Discussing parity, Mr. Hannam 
said that the C.!'.A. had abandoned 
parity prices as an Objective; the 
experience of the U.S. had shown the 
almost insuperable difficulty of find- 
ing a satisfactory base period.’ But 
the C.F.A. had decided to “fight just 
as hard for a parity position’ for 
agriculture. 

Farm labor was presenting a diffi- 
cult problem, said Mr. Hannam; the 
average farmer could not go on an 
8-hour day and 40-hour week; would 
consumers be willing to pay 20 or 25 
per cent more for food products to 
establish such working conditions for 
farmers and farm labor? 

‘*Pressure Program’’ Not Constructive 

Last spring, continued Mr. Hannam, 
the U.I.A. had urged appointment of 
a Royal Commission to determine the 
share of the national income each 
group should receive. ‘The price 
pregais today is a pressure program,”’ 

e charged, adding that this was not 
a constructive policy for a democracy. 

On the question of strike action, 
Mr. Hannam said that the C.F.A. 
had not yet had an opportunity to 
state a definite policy; ‘‘I do say,” 
he continued, ‘‘that the farmer has a 
right to strike so long as that right 
is held by other classes.’ He felt that 
the C.}'.A. need not adopt or condemn 
a strike policy, but should judge each 
Situation on its merits. ‘Our general 
policy,” he said, ‘‘is one of consultation 
and negotiation.”?’ .He did not think 
the policy of withholding products 
should be resorted to until all other 
action had failed; and strike action 
to be effective should be on a national 
basis, he said. 

Some C.F.A. Activities 

Dealing briefly with some of the 
activities of the C.F.A., Mr. Hannam 
mentioned the National Farm Radio 
Forum, representation on the War 
Assets Corporation, the successful 


campaign for a basis of a “moving 


average’ for farmers’ income tax, the 
improved weather forecasting service, 
efforts for a national health plan, 
representation on seventeen different 
boards and advisory committees; and 
the l'ood Board, set up as a result of 


representations of the C.F.A. and 
other bodies. 
Canadian farmers, he said, had 


never before had a national office, with 
ready access to senior officials in gov- 
ernment departments. ‘Ihe C.I.A. 
had played an important role ‘in the 
recent’ Dominion-Proyincial’ agricul-

orth West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion declares that the American farmer 
is receiving $2.29 per bushel for wheat, 
$7.25 for flax, $1.78 for malting barley, 
$1.28 for feed barley and 85-3/8 for 
oats, while the Canadian farmer ‘‘is 
being forced to subsidize British 
wheat purchases, domestic consump- 
tion of wheat and coarse grains sup- 

lied to Eastern and B.C. feeders.” 

t is further charged that the Cana- 
dian farmer is regimented to the extent 
that the Government can deny him 
the right to market his grain, inform 
him when he may deliver it, and fine 
him if he makes over-deliveries.

Expect Farm Loans 
for Year Will Exceed 
Total of $3,000,000 


Farm Loan Board Loans Increasing 
—36% of Money for Land 
Purchase Now 


While the average loans made to 
farmers by the Canadian Farm Loan 
Board dropped from $3,860 before the 
war to $2,250 during the war years, 
the number of loans applied .for is 
increasing, and it is expected that a 
total of upwards of $3,000,000 will be 
lent this year, stated officials of the 
board recently in releasing the annual 
report for the last fiscal year. The 
maximum amount that may be lent 
to any one farmer is $5,000 on first 
mortgage (with interest at 4-1/2 per 
cent) or $6,000 on first and second 
mortgages. Interest on second mort- 
gages and arrears is 5 per cent. 

Loans may be secured for payment 
of debts, for construction or improve- 
ment of buildings, or for the purchase 
of livestock, equij»ment or farm lands. 

It is noted that in 1940-41 about 

77 per cent of the money borrowed 
was used to pay debts and 9 pe cent to 
buy land, but in the 1945-46 fiscal 
year only 53 per cent was required 
to pay debts and 36 per cent was 
used to buy land. 

The Board has been operating in 
Alberta since 1929; up to March 
31st last it had made 5,071 loans for a 
total of $9,855,000, of which $6,541,000 
has been repaid.

The Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool

The most interesting question in 
wheat circles at the present time is 
what acreage is to be sown in Canada 
to the 1947 harvest. Last year the 
Dominion’s wheat acreage totalled 
25,900,000 acres, of which the Prairie 
Provinces seeded 25,178,000. The 


. Dominion-Provincial Agricultural Con- 


ference recommended a decrease of 
seven per cent for 1947, bringing the 
total acreage down to 24 million. It 
also recommended an increase in the 
acreage under oats of nine per cent, 
and under barley of 19 per cent. 

Obviously it is felt in Government 
circles that the strong demand for 
export supplies of wheat will not 
hb On the other hand, there is 
ikely to be a steady demand for 
meat, dairy and poultry products for 
several years to come. 

More Diversified 


Since the beginning of the war, 
Western Canada’s agriculture’ has 
become much more diversified than 
in the years prior thereto. Govern- 
ment authorities evidently believe 
that this is a healthier condition. To 
‘enable the trend to be maintained 
there must be an increase of such feed 
grains as oats and barley. 

The present price of wheat makes 
its production more profitable than 
the production of coarse grains. Fur- 
thermore, there is much more labor 
required in dairying and_ livestock 
pirewction than in wheat production. 

he trend is towards increased wheat 
production, and if there is to be a 
diversion therefrom, some incentive 
must be offered. It is proposed, there- 
fore, that a bonus of $5 be paid for 
each acre seeded to barley. Hon. J. 
G. Gardiner, Federal Minister of 
Agriculture, has promised to bring 
this proposal before the Cabinet at an 
early occasion. 

Winter Wheat Belt Reports 


Reports from the United States 
main winter wheat belt indicate pros- 
pects of another bumper crop there in 
1947. A substantial acreage went into 
the winter under ideal conditions with 
an abundance of moisture and ample 
snow covering. 

The Argentina crop, which is ap- 
proaching harvest, has been estimated 
at around 220 million bushels, which 
is substantially larger than last year’s 
production. Australia’s crop is a 
poor one, and probably will not 
exceed 120 million bushels. 

The immediate demand for export 
wheat is strong, and shipments from 
Canada have , Poe proceeding at a 
pace much below last year’s. This 
country, however, still has a sub- 
stantial supply of wheat (argund 300 
million bushels) available for export 
and carryover. 

Severe wintry conditions have pre- 
vailed over the Western Canadian 

rairies, with unusually heavy snow- 
all. xtensive rains during’ the 
autumn over most of‘the prairie regions 
give assurance that the crops will get 
a good start next spring. 


Notable Progress Is 
Made - Seed Growers 


One of the younger farmers’ co- 
operatives of the Province, which is 
simultaneously making major con- 
tributions to the raising of quality in 
production and to the development of 
co-operative business, is the Alberta 
Seed Growers’ Association, whose an- 
nual meeting held recently revealed 
the fact that the past year has been one 
of remarkably rapid progress. 

President Howard p Wright’s re- 
port, and that of General anager 
A. M. Smith, indicated that the value 
of business done has increased from 
$693,724.93 in 1944-45 to the fine 
of $1,602,580.20 in 1945-46.

Plan More Implements 


The Conference was also informed 
that the Dominion Government has 
drawn up a program to make eleven 
percent more farm implements avail- 
able next year. There was a warning, 
though, that the entire program for 
farm implements may not be filled 
in time for next Spring’s work on the 
land. 

To achieve the 1947 objective, the 
Conference agreed there will have to 
be more barley and oilcake. Unless 
the production of dairy products and 


hogs is increased, Federal Agriculture 


Minister James Gardiner said, Canada 
may eventually lose a good deal of 
this British trade acquired during the 
war. For the next two or three years, 
Britain will take all the hogs, beef, 
cheese and eggs which Canada can 
ceirgpe under existing agreements; 
ut after that Canada will have to 


P. meet competition from other countries. 


The wheat acreage compromise was 
reached after Western farmers’ repre- 
sentatives had objected to the origin- 


‘ally proposed ten percent cut, pe er- 


ring to grow wheat as more profitable. 
Actually Western farmers will prob- 
ably plant more than the acreage set 
for wheat; but they are going to be 
strongly advised to increase the acre- 
age of coarse grains, needed badly. 

To Encourage Barley Production 

To encourage production of barley, 
Mr. Gardiner has undertaken’ to 
recommend to the Cabinet an ade- 
quate acreage payment on_ every 
acre sown to barley in the Western 
Provinces; and it is definitely indi- 
cated he will recommend $4 per acre. 

lf this is done, it would enable 

Western farmers to gel as much 

from barley acreage as from wheat. 

The average return from wheat is 

estimated at $19, from oats $15, 

and from barley $16. 

The additional barley acreage pro- 
posed would mean the making of more 
available for domestic feeding and the 
reopening of the market for malting 
barley in the United States. At 

resent, barley exports across the 

order are under drastic restriction 
by permit because of livestock feeding 
requirements here.

Fireproof Christmas Trees 


Christmas trees may be “‘fire- 
proofed.”” ' As soon as possible 
after cutting, the stem should be 
sawn obliquely and the tree set 
in a solution of calcium chloride 


or ammonium sulphate, for several 


days. The chemical—one-quar- 
ter the weight of the tree—should 
be dissolved in water, using 1-1/4 
pints to each pound of chemical. 
This is the advice of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture.
